The last few years haye seen 
many wonderful improvements 
in farm methods in this section, 
but others must come, or we'll be 
left behind, for other sections are 
coming on in a hurry. 

The writer has befora him a 
; letter from a former Coffee Coun- 

tian, who writes from the place 
he now calls hcme of the farm 
methods there. Among other 
things he says that one man there 
jas a rule does all the the plowing 
lige 150 acres of corn and cotton. 
He says that the man uses o 
double breaker, with four to six 
mules, a double bedder, bedding 


out complete two rows for plant- 
ing, a double cotton or corn 
| planter; planting two rows at the 
ltimo, and a double cultivator, 
cultivating out and ont two rows 


at the time, 

We have got to get up on our 
toes to compete with farmers who 
use such methods. Crops are not 
as sure there as with us, yet they 
are in compatition with us here. 
They do not make as much cotton 
per acre as our best farners make, 
where plenty of guano 18 used, 
but they beat the most of our 
farmers on cotton. 

We have in Coffee County a- 
bout half the area of the county 
fitted for cultivators, 1f we ger 
out the stumps. We have proved 
Ulbl. WO UuLaud ia Gaabucs, oO 1e 
half a bale of cotton to each 
acre’s crop, by using a few more 
dollars worth of guano. Yet we 
dont use the extra guano, and we 
dont get rid of the stumps. 


Law’s Corn. 


The same year that Dr. Blue 
and Messers Perdue and Farris 
started growing Williamson corn 
here in Coffee Mr. Hairmon Law 
of Pike started. He’s been at it 
ever since, and his case of corn- 
mania has grown steadily worse. 
It got so bad last year that he 
made 8380 bughels of dry, measur- 
ed corn on three acres—measured 
by disinterested men, aud he got 
a prize for so doing. 
| Only a few years ago Mr, Law 
| was a corn buyer; uow he is a 
‘corn seller, selling many hundred 
bushels every year. He says that 
lhe is able to sell corn to those 
| people who think the Williamscn 
i plan is too expensive and trouble- 
isome, Ha kept books on his corn 

last year and says it cost him 18c. 
{a bushel to make it. As he gota 
| dollar a bushel for all he did not

Williamson plan, so Mr. Law says 
is that (he heavy fertizing not 
only evuables him to make corn 
cheap, buf there is some fertilizer 
and the ammonta grown by the 
broad-cast peas left in the land 
for the next crop of corn or cotton 
Mr. Law says he believes he’ll 
soon have his land in the shape 
Williamson says he has his—full 
of vegetable matter and plant 
food a foot deep.
